(c) a sealed chamber in said opening, said chamber having 
only one inlet, an outlet and only one oath between 
aaid only one inlet and said outlet through which said 
fluid can flow and comprising: 

(i) first and second restrictors through which

(ii) means for transferring the pressure in said 
sealed chamber to said first and second 
differential pressure switches, the pressure
